the Luxembourg convinces many that 
the original intention Avas.to blow up 
the senate ' chamber, which shows 
traces of the explosion.' 


The damage to- property is more 


widespread'than the 'first reports indi- 
cate. 
All the windows of the post 


office, opposite: the ..restaurant, were 
smashed, and plate glass windows in a 
hotel at the corner of Rue de Condeand 
Hue.de.-yapgherid, some distance away 
from the vFoyot, and separated'from it 
by a side street, were shattered.

The bomb that wrecked the Foyot 


was evidently exploded by clockwork, 
as the police found among pieces and 
contents of the.boiivb imbedded in the 
ceiling.of tiie restaurant i\ clock wheel 
and a spring. The police have made 
several ar-rests during the day, but 
have thus .far.been unable to connect 
any of the prisoners, • oven remotely, 
with the explosion. They admit thut 
they have tiot yet secured the.criminal, 
and have no idea of .his identity- 


Mr, (liravd, the chief.of the munici- 


pal laboratory, reports' thnt examina- 
tion has disclosed thut the explosive, 
with which the bomb was charged was 
tiitroberizine, together with a quantity 
of dynamite. 


It is said Thursday that only three 


persons were dining in the restaurant 
when the explosion occurred, which ac- 
counts Tor the small number injured. 
The tolul wreck of the restaurant is 
sufficient evidence that had the place 
been well titled with customers the loss 
of life must have been great.

Cleveland's suggestion, contained in 
his veto of the Bland seigniorage bill, 
that he might approve another meas- 
ure for/ coining the seigniorage if it 
were accompanied by a provision for 
the issue of bonds at a low rate of in- 
terest has moved Representative Myers 
of Louisiana to prepare such a-bill 
•which he will introduce in the house at 
once.

Mr. Myers enjoys the almost unique 


distinction of being a gold democrat 
from the south. He proposes to accom- 
pany the coinage of seigniorage with a 
provision amplifying the power of the 
_sccretnry of the treasury under the act 
of 1STS for the issue of bonds to main- 
tain the gold reserve for the redemp- 
tion of the United States notes. This 
amplification will consist of authority 
to sell bonds to maintain the parity be- 
tween gold and silver, and in tins 
will be included the right, of the secre- 
tary of the treasury to use the proceeds 
of the sale of such bonds as he may 
deem proper. 


An amendment to the act of 1873, 


which Tiliv Myers will offer, provides 
for a. bond at a" lo%ver rate of interest 
than either 5s, 4)<Ts or 4s author- 
ized by that act. Mr. Myers said Thurs- 
day:

silver offered at the mints on equal 
terms, and issue paper money, dollar 
for dollar, against coin. 
Then the 


holder of paper money could'at any 
time redeem it in coin, and there would 
be absolutely no need of bonds. 


"Ijond legislation is gold legisla- 


tion. 
You sell bonds for gold. Then 


your gold disappears, and you 
sell 


more bonds to get it back again, and 
this process can be repeated ad infinit- 
urn. 
This is just what Wall street 


wants. T5y Wall street J do not mean 
New York City alone; I mean the capi- 
talized interests represented in every 
large center of population, whether it 
be Hoston, New York, Cincinnati or 
New Orleans."

per cent higher than it would be other- 
wise. Were credits notiaxable,instead. 
of paying seven and eight-'per cent, 
the farmer and real estate '•- owner, 
could get his money for four and five 
per cent, and beside this the increased 
rate of interest that is paid to off set 
the tax would remain in the pocket of 
the borrower instead of in the pocket 
of the creditor. 


The worst feature of the present sys- 


tem is that it enables hundreds oE cred- 
itors to put this increased interest in 
his own pocket by neglecting or refus- 
ing to list his credits. The man whose 
credit is good can borrow money at a 
lower rate of ^interest from money 
sharks, "because he does not have to 
mortgage his farm or home to secure 
the debt.
